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FOREWORD 


Over a period of years, I have been interested in collecting Osterhout data 
and have enjoyed a correspondence with members of many branches of the 

family. Part of the information thereby collected will be found in this 
record. Much material on other descendants of Pelatiah, my great grandfather, 
I hope to compile later as a supplement to be inserted in this booklet. 


For fifteen years, I have belonged to the Holland Society of New York, whose 
membership is composed of descendants in the direct male line of residents 
of the Dutch Colonies in America prior to 1675. Their secretary did much 
valuable research in the Society’s library for me, on early Osterhouts. In 
the Compendium of American Genealogy, First Families of America, Vol. VII 
page 328 will be found our Osterhout line, in brief, which I contributed, 

It was here that Miss Clara Marks of Westerville, Ohio found my name and 
wrote concerning early Osterhout graves in that locality and later contrie 
buted interesting information. I am also indebted to Miss Eva Thomas of 
Owego, NY. for her diligent research and generous contributions to Osterhout 
data. Useful information has also been received from Mrs. Amanda Hickerson, 
Vandalia, Missouri; Mrs. Grace Herlinger Morton, Bakersfield, Calif.; 

Miss Beth Osterhout, Scranton, Pas, and many otherse 


A sketch of the Osterhout coat-of-arms wes obtained from the librarian of 

the Osterhout Free Library in Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania. This library was 
donated to that city in 1889 by Mre Isaac Osterhout, a wealthy man with no 
heirse He was a grandson of the Jeremiah, who was a brother of my ancestor, 
Gideon Senior. In one of the stained glass windows in the library is the 
family coat-of-arms, painted on a wall, that of the town of Osterhout, Holland. 


I wish to thank the contemporary members of the family for their assistance. 
Each can add to this outline information concerning his own immediate 
family as desired. As research is never ended, any contribution to the 
early history will be welcomed, We apvreciate the records left by our 
forbearers enabling us to compose a genealogical record such as this and 
thereby come to a better understanding of our own personalities. We can be 
proud of our heritage.

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On the three hundredth anniversary of the earliest record that we have of 

the Osterhouts in America it seems appropriate that we record some of the 
family history for those who are to follow. Tho reoord we refer to is that 
of the marriage of dan Jansan van Oosterhout to Anneken Hendricks, October 25, 
1653 in Brabant, (now Kingston) New York, as it appears on the Dutch church 
records of that places Some earlier references to Osterhouts in America 

were made but no individual identity was given, namely, when an Osterhout was 
brought before the magistrate, charged with leaving the stockade to tend his 
crops in violation of the command that none leave betause of threatened 
Indian attack. .An interesting tradition, not confirmed by actual record, ia 
that early Osterhouts cams to America along with the Roosa&s in the good ship 
"The Spotted Cow", 


The baptism of two shildren born to Jan Jansan and Anneken ere recorded on 
October 25, 1654 and February 9, 1656. Both were named Hendricks which 
might indicate the death of the first child in infancy. Later the following 
is recorded: 


"“Yearried on February 18, 1663, Jan Jansen, of Oesterhout, in Brabant, 
(widower of Annetje Hendricks} and Annetjen Jelles, jede of Bommel in 
Gelderlant, both reisd, here (in Wiltwyck, now Kingsteon)." 


Thereafter this couple had children baptized in Kingston as follows:

One other record of importance is the marriage of Louwerens(or Laurens) 
Oosterhout to Rebecea Roosa on May 4, 1701, “He born and resided Brabant, 

she born and resided Hurley.“ we trase our ansestry to this marriage 

through their oldest son, Jan Louwerens, baptized September 27, 1702.5 While 
there is no actual resord that Louwerens was the son of can Jansen Oosterhout, 
by deduction we assume that this was soo The secretary of the Holland Society, 
who did mush research on the early Osterhouts, writes, “It will be noted that 
no Laurens is mentioned but we know that Jan Jansan also had a son Peter not 
mentioned here, who was married in Kingston in 1696, Im the baptism of two 

of Laurens’ children, we find known sons of Jan Jansan acting as sponsors 
accompanied by their wives, which strengthens the suspicion that they wers 
brothers of Laurens”. 


The six year period between 1668 and 1674 when Jan JAnsen showed no children 
baptized, might account for the names of both Peter and Laurens being miss- 
ing from the records,

In the list of taxable persons in the "North Ward" of Dutchess County, New 
York, January 4, 1729 are the names of Jan and Lowerence Osterhout and in 
1725 Lourens was an a&ssessore ; 


While Gideon, our ancestor, is not listed in the baptismal records as being 
a son of Jan Lawerens Osterhout and Anna Westvaal, we do find his marriage 
in the church records of Amenia, near Dover, Dutchess County, Now York, 
where Jan Lauwerens was buriede 


In a letter from the secretary of the Holland Society, he states: "You will 
note that there is a longer interval between the births in 1729 and 1733 
than in the other casese It happens that the printed record of the baptisms 
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in the Kingston Reformed Church shows several leaves missing right in this 
period which would account for the lack of a baptismal reoord for a child 
born then", 


From "The History of Luzerne, Lackawanna and Wyoming Counties, Pennsylvania", 
pube 1880 - "The Osterhout family emigrated from Holland, Jeremiah cam to 
Pennsylvania in 1778 in company with his brother Gideon, both settling upon 
the flat lands near the Susquehanna and now composing the Jenkins and 
Osterhout farms at LaGrange. Poter and Isaac are also brothers". 


As these three brothers of Gideon appear in the baptismal records as sons 
of Jan Lauwerens Osterhout and Ama Westvael, we conclude that Gideon was 
born to them between 1729-1733, 


In 1946 while scarching for records of Revolutionary soldiers buried near 
Westerville, Ohio, Miss Clara Mark, a D.A.R, regent, came upon the gravestone 
of Gideon Osterhout. The date of his death 1813 was legible but the other 
dates were badly weathered, the age date could be either 62 or 82¢ If 62, © 
he would have been only fifteen years old at the known date of his marriage, 
May 22, 1766, if 82, he would have been barn in 1731l,which would fit into 

the period where the baptismal dates are missinge 


In our research concerning the three brothers who migrated from Dutchess 
County, N.Y. to Pennsylvania with Gideon, we have been able to find very 
little information about Peter and Isaac, Jeremiah lived near Turikhannock, 
Paes ard is buried there. He left a long line of descendants, many of whom 
spent their entire lives in that section, Others have scattered from 

New York City to the Pacific coast and one or two families live in Nebraskae 
While we have the names of many of these, we will not attempt to compile 
Jeremiah's line but will confine this record to the descendants of Gideone

‘The date of Gideon’s marriage is in the Amenia church records of Dutchess 


County, N.Y. as given in the N.Y. Geneological and Biographal Record Vol. 33 
page 47, the baptismal records in Vol. 35 page 206. The birth records are 
also to be found in the family Bible of Pelatiah Osterhout, now owned by 

Dr. Cochran of St. Marys, Pa., however, the name of the eldest child, Joanne, 
is not included in that list. Where the Bible and baptismal records do not 
agree, we have used the Bible record for the birth date. 


Gideon's address at the time of his marriage is Shumvay, Luzerne County, Pao, 
Which indicates that he had previously gone to Pemsylvania, This is verified 
by an item found in the "History of Luzerne, Lackawanna and Wyoming Counties’,

Page 529 = "Gideon Osterhout drew an allotment of land April 27, 1786. The 
Osterhout family were originally from Holland and retired from the valley 
during the war, returning with the Marcys", 


Gideon Osterhout's name appears in the deeds of both New York state and 
Pennsylvania, He lived near LaGrange which is now the town of Osterhout, Pae 


In "The History of Wyoming" (County) by Charles Miner on Wap #2, is a tract 
of land marked "G. Osterhout", This was a tract of 2500 acres under the 
Connecticut surveyse Probably G. Osterhout lost all this owing to the deci- 
sion that the section rightfully belonged to Pennsylvania but it was in this 
section that he settled, 


In Smith's "History of Dutchess County, New Yori", page 158, it is recorded 
that Gideon Osterhout and Derick Dutchess bet their farms on the result of 

the War of the Revolution. Dutchess lost and promptly moved off his farm, 

giving Osterhout possession. 


The Archives of the State of New York, page 286, shows lst Lieut. Gideon 
Osterhout appointed September 29, 1780, in the Regiment of Associated 
Exempts, Charlotte precinct, Dutchess County, New York. 
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In "Minutes of the Committee and First Commission for Detecting Conspiracies 
1776-1778" Vol. I page 239 (NeY. Historical Society Collections, 1924): 


"Saturday, April 12th, 1777, Mr. Gideon Osterhout appeared before the Board 
and produced a letter from Captain Coon of Dover informing that twelve 

persons were going off to the enemy and that he had apprehended four of them, 
to wit, George Mitchel, Elias Dutcher, Adam Coon and John Pinnier3; whom he 
sent to this place. Gideon Osterhout produced his account of the Guards 
apprehending and bringing 4 prisoners, amount to 7 pounds 5 shillings 4 pence. 
Order, that the same be paid." 


The above item is sufficient evidence for any descendant of Gideon Osterhout 
to obtain admission to the D A.R. or S.A.R. 


After the transfer of some land in 1798 the name of Gideon Osterhout disappears 
from the New York and Pennsylvania histories. 


Ina letter from Miss Clara Mark of Westerville, Ohio, who found the gravestone 
of Gideon, she says that children of Gideon and Jane Osterhout and of William 
and Hannah Osterhout are buried beside their grandfather, Gideon senior, This 
indicated that Gideon, in his declining years migrated to Ohio with his two 
sons, Gideon Jr. and William. "Many families seem to have come from Luzerne 
County, Pa. to Delaware County, Chio very early and settled in this neighbore 
hood", From the "History of Delaware County, Ohio” pubs 1880 page 431: 

"Gideon and William Oosterhaus oame’in early, probably about 1806, also 

John B. Grist of Luzerne County, Pa, page 436 "The Oosterhaus brought several 
barrels of whiskey from the east and supplied their less fortunate neighbors 
at 3 cents a drink or 16 cents a gallons Jt is said that Gideon Oosterhous? 
books are still preserved, which shows accounts for whiskey at the current 
rates against many of the names familiar to the present citizens of Berkshire." 
(Query: If those books were still in existence in 1880, who had them, and 

who has them now if they have not been destroyed?) 


Stones in this cemetery indicate that Gideon Jr, and William were living in 
that community as late as 1823. ie have found no trace of their descendants. 
The name is not known in that section nor, Nor have we found any records of 
Gideon's daughters, Joanne and Hannah. When guardians were appointed for 
‘Pelatiahts children in Wilkes-Barre, Pa., a Mr. Walker was named as Sally's 
guardian. Could his wife have been a daughter of Gideon and an aunt of 
Sally? Sally Osterhout married Asa Carr in Dryden, Ne Ys Gideon owned 
property in that county.

The names of the above children were copied by Miss Eva Thomas from the family 
Bible of Pelatiah Osterhout.e. She writes: “The Bible had evidently been re- 
bound. In the center where usually are pages for family records, were leaves 
of different, heavier material than the printed pages and were plains These 
leaves may have been inserted when the Bible was rebound, at any rate, they 
had not been put into the volume evenly, that is the reason why the name, 
Jonathan Dunham, is now worn off thse top of the page, only the initial "J" 
appearing. The birth date of Gideon Osterhout is also missing. The names 
were written at the top of the separate pages,which being inserted unevenly, 
have worn off at the top just where the names were originally, The Bible 

is now in the possession of Dr. Camden Coohran, St. Mary's, Pa» The Bible 
was printed in 1769", 


Yhen Gideon and Abigail christened their eldest son “Pelatiah” it my have 
been for her father or her brother, both named Pelatiah Webster, The followe 
ing quotation from the Webster Genealogy regarding Abigail's brother would 
indicate her son was most likely named for hime 


“Pelatiah Webster graduated from Yale in 1746. He had studied for the ministry 
and preached at Greenwich, Masse, but turned to a business cqaroor later, "The 
splendor of Mr. Webster's career is becoming more and more apparents Honorable 
Hannis Taylor, a former American Minister to Spain, and a writer of wide repute 
on constitutional law, prepared and presented to Congress in 1908 a memorial 
setting forth the claim that Honorable Pelatiah vebster of Philadelphia was 

the real and original architect of the constitution af the United States; that 
our form of Federal government was the product of his mind alone, that his 
"Dissertation on the Political Union and Constitution of the thirteen United 
States of North America® written February 16, 1783 and presented to the 
Constitutional Convention four years laterw-eand that the Constitution as 
finally written and adopted embodied his ideals largeiy unchenged and with 

few rejected. One has fittingly said of the three great Websters: "Noah, 
Daniel and Pelatiah, but the greatest of these is Pelatiah", (Document No,461 
of the Senate, presented by Mr. Carter, May 4, 1908.)

A sketch about Wobster Osterhout in the "Lackawanna County Biographical Record" 
states that "he was a farmer in Wyoming County, Pa, where he died", 


Miss Marion Carr wrote in 1936: "I knew Silas, Milo and James (Osterhout) as 
they have all visited in my father's home both in Michigan and in Chicago, 
About the time I was 15 years old, my father, mother, and brother Homer and I 
paid them a visit in Scranton, 4 They were thriving morchants in that city 
and all three became quite wealthy, Milo paid us a visit on his wedding tour 
so I saw his wife, They had five children, Silas had one daughter named 
Nora, a fine pianist, a young lady when they visited us in Chicago", 


Webster Osterhout!s gravestone inacription reads, "Aged 67 years, 3 mos,, 16 
days", His wife, Sarah, was also buried at Nicholson, Pa,, her inscription 
reads, "Aged 61 years, 7 mos., 13 days",

From the "Lackawanna County Biographical Record" (in part): "W, D, Osterhout 
was, during his life, the leading contractor and builder of Dunmore, Pa, He 
was born February 3, 1831 in Nicholson, Wyoming County, Pa, where his father 
(Webster Ostorhout) wes engaged in farming, Of William D, it may truly be 
said that he was 4 self-made man, not cnly in his business career, but in his 
education as well, He gave his cntire timo to work on his father's farm until 
he was nearly 21 years of age, when he went to Nicholson to lcarn the carpenter 
trade and spent fow years in mastcring this in all its details, At the end 
of that time, he roturned to his father!s farm where he started a saw mill and 
operated it very successfully for four years, In 1860 he sold the mill and 
located in Nicholson, where he followed his trade for about five years, 


In 1871 he moved to Dunmore and started in the lumber business, on 3rd street, 
near the Erie and Western depot, where he was very successful and erected a 
large shop and was very extensively engaged in contracting, During lir, 
Osterhout's business carcer od residence in Dunmore, he won the esteom of the 
entire community and became one of the boroughs most representative citizons, 
In 1885 he took his son, Edward William, into business as a partner, 

.Mr, Ostcrhout's death was a peculiarly sad one, as it was caused while trying 
to save his son, who was thrown from a buggy when it was struck and overturned"

of Hiram Osterhout, Erastus Brown, Jacob Shibloy, Abram Miller and a man named 
Parks; from this party, only one girl returned and abandoned the creed," 


Mrs, Aménda Hickerson wrote: "Hiram Osterhout and his wife, Amanda, followed 
the Mormans here(Missouri) became disgusted and stopped off in Ralls County, I 
don't lnow what year, but they had 3 children, Uncle Pelatiah, Hannah (Mother) 
and Aunt Mary," 


Keepsakes from Hiram!s family were found in a little old-fashioned trunk in the 
attic of the house in which Mrs, Ennis Keithly now lives in Center, Missouri, 
This house was built in 1889 by Hiram!s son, George Webster Osterhout. A day- 
book was fund in the trunk, On the first page is written "Hiram Osterhout 

June oF 1831", As no locati¢ns are mentioned in the book, the year he came to 
Missouri cannot be determined, However, some entries show that this book was 
in his possession before he came to Missouri, We Imow that his brother,\icbster, 
remained in Pennsylvania all his life and we find this entry: ‘Webster Osterhout 
dr, March h, 1832, Ree'td oxen to keep", The next day he records: "March 5, 
1832,, 1/2 day a fetching beas from Samuel Stark - 25¢", The Compendium of 
American Genealogy Vol, V p. 510 lists a Samual Stark (1810-79) living in 
Tunkhannoek, Pa, The names of Jonathan, George and Asia Strickland appear in his 
accounts, These are Pennsylvania names as Hiram nad married Amanda Strickland 
in Pennsylvania, Some of the names in the day=bcok are similar to those of 
early settlers in Ralls and Pike County, Missouri indicating they may have been 
his neighbors in both states, He seoms to have settled his accounts in 1836, 
His exchange of work with Arah Squires includes such items as "March 15, 1832 
one days work with myself and oxen drawing timber $1.25", until May 30, 1836 
when he "Recev'd and sctelld all a counts up to this date and balanset the Book 
by noat", which was signed by both men, Im his account with Asia Strickland, he 
Hrec!d payment in full up to Sep't 22, 1836, This would indicate that Hiram 
and his family came wost with Mormon followers after that, 
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Joseph Smith, who organized the Mormon church in April 1830, had met his wifo 
in Susquehanna County, Pa, and was marricd January 18, 1827, tho year of Hiram!'s 
marriage, In 1831 a missionary group of Mormons came into Missouri, later many 
followers migrated to Missouri and western Illinois until about 18) when the 
colony moved westward, Two small white bonnets, such as Mormon women of that 
time wore, were found in the little trunk at Mrs, Keithly's also the fine, black 
lace cap that Amanda wore when her picture was taken, 


In Missouri, Hiram and his family settled near Madisonville Ralls County, "which 
was one of the leading trade posts of the area before and during the Civil War, 
having a carding factory, a grist mill, a tavern, stores and a blacksmith shop", 
His Ralls County land grants have been saved, the earliest are dated April 1, 
1839, A certificate shows he was appointed postmaster in Madisonville July 18, 
1863, This post office was cstablished May 5, 1838, only 7 years after that of 
Chicago and nearly 8 yoars before that of Kansas(later Kansas City), The first 
church built in the toynm was a Union church, In the burying ground at the site 
of this church four stones bear Osterhout namos, those of Hiram, his wife Amanda, 
his eldest son, Pelatiah, and his youngest son, Willian, 


- The above information has bccn obtained through the research of Mrs, Ennis 
Keithly, She recalls her husband's grandmother telling about Amanda!s frozen 
mince pies, how thoy were stored on shelves, then baked over the fireplace and 
how good they were, She said Amanda was a good cook and a good manager and 
also made lovely quilts with fine stitches, The pictures of Hiram and Amanda, 
found in the little trunk, have been loaned through the courtesy of Mrs,Keithly 
for modern copics, She also has a picture of Hiram and Amanda's daughter, Mary, 
taken when she was a young girl, She married George W, Long, June 19, 1862, 
They had two children, Robert and Edward, but all the family passed away some 
time ago, 


Miss Marion Carr, granddaughter of Sally Osterhout Carr, writing her memoirs of 
the family says, "Hiram came to my father's home (Middlebury, Indiana) and 
stayed several months during the Civil War as his sympathies were with the north 
and his life was threatened, When I was 12 years old, my father and mother, 
with my brother and me, paid him a visit in his Missouri home, a very nice plac 
with darkey servants," In a personal conversation with Homer Osterhout in 1936 
Marion Carr stated that at the time of her visit in Hiram!'s home, she was shown 
where bullets that had been fired at Hiram, missed their mark and penetrated 
the walls of his house,

mound on the Bell homestead used as a family burial plot where there are stones 
for Elisha Bell and his wife Sarah, for Calvin Bell and Sarah Francis, but 
Catherine never had a stone, Mrs, Depue told me that Catherine was left well 
off when Calvin Bell died but she reemarried and the second husband got the 
property in his hands and then left her, The Depue family have an old photo= 
graph of Webster Osterhout (brother of Catherine), a fine looking man, mite

The probate court records in Wilkes»Barrs, Pa, January l, 1816 show that a 
petition was presented for guardians to be appointed for the minor children 
of Pelatiah Osterhout, deceased, namely: Webster, Hiram, Sally, William and 
Catherinee Previous records indicated that Gideon Jr. had helped Hannah 
settle the estate of her husband, Pelatish. iwhy then, should the children 
be placed under guardianship nine years after their fathers death, unless 
they were inheriting some property? The death of their grandfather, 

Gideon Sr, in Ohic, April 18, 1813, perhaps gives usthe answer. It could 
well take two or three years to settle an estate involving property in three 
states, considering the slow transportation of that times Also in 1813, the 
states were in a war with England and northern Ohio was the soene of much of 
the fighting. Near the place where Gideon was buried, a large block house 
had been built to protect the community. This was still a frontier and legal 
machinery ran slowly. 


William Osterhout was married in Pennsylvanias In 1847 or 48 he migrated 
with his family in a covered wagon to St. Joseph County, Michigan, Older 
children in this family often told of this long hard trip and the hardships 
endured while passing through "the black swamps of Ohio". 


The deaths of William and his wife, Catherine, in 1856 in St. Joseph Canty, 
Michigan were less than two weeks aparte Both died of "quick consumption",

vated the proper habit of careful reading and thinking, he acquired, by a

"The ranks of the soldiers of the Civil war have been broken again by the 
death of Mr, Christian Osterhout, who died at the home of Mr. & Mrse Je Ge 
Adams in Crete on December 5, 1928. The day of his death was also the 
sixty-first anniversary of his wedding. For on December 5, 1867, he was 
married to Miss Sarah Yohn, who now survives him and mourns his losse 

Mr. Osterhout was born November 12, 1844, Bedford County, Pennsylvania and 
his parents moved to Three Rivers, Michigan when he was three years olde At 
the age of eleven years, he was left an orphan, both of his parents dying 
within two weeks of each other. The family of seven children was divided and 
Mr. Osterhout went to live with his cousin at Middlebury, Indiana, just across 
the border from Michigan. later he moved to ifhite Pigeon, Michigan and in 
1863 enlisted as a soldier in the Eloventh Michigan Cavalry, Company Ie He 
served for ovor two years during the Civil War and was mustered out at the 
close of the war. Two years later, he was married and since that time has 
maintained a happy home life in Michigan, Kansas and Nebrasim, Ten children 
were born to them, nine of whom are now living. One son, Charles D. Osterhout 
died in St. Joseph, Missouri about a year agoe Sixteen years of their married 
life was spent on a farm near white Pigoon, Michigan.

That 

Dr. Charles Delbert Osterhout, for so many years a leading dentist of Clay 

Center, but recently of St. Joseph, Missouri, had passed away in the St. Joseph 

hospital in Kansas City, Missouri whore he had undergone an operation but a 

few days before. Cancer of the liver was the cause of his death. 


It was two years ago this past November that Dr. Osterhout, after a residence 
of 31 years in Clay Center, moved to St. Joseph, Missouri to live. He had 
taken special courses in his profession, dentistry, and wished to be ina 
larger city, where he could devote his entire time and attention to that 
specialty. 


Dr. Ce D. Osterhout, the son of Christian and Sarah Osterhout was born at 
White Pigeon, Michigan May 23, 1869, He moved with his parents to Kansas 
in 1883.

The seed which matured into the record contained in this book was planted in 
1908 when Frenk E, Osterhout received some mail belonging to Leona E, Osterhout 
while both were living in California, In trying to determine their relation- 
ship, Frank wrote a letter to Leona, giving his paternal background, which she- 
sent to her father, Christian Osterhout, then living on a farm near Washington, 
Kansas, The fact was established that Frank!s grandfather, Hiram, was 4 
brother to Leonats grandfather, William, Leona's brother, Homer, still on his 
father's farm, was much interested in this, Years later, in 1935, Homer found 
this letter in his mother's scrap book, which contained clippings of obituaries 
weddings, etc, He then determined to find out more about Osterhout family 
history. This required some research and much correspondence which was done 
intermittenly until 1953 when he resolved to bring the record up to date and 
have copies made so relatives could share it, His wife assisted him in this 
and painted a coat-of-arms for each copy, The typing and mimeographing was 
done by Miss Betty Drevo, a secretary, for Fairmont Foods in Crete, 


This completed record finds the Osterhouts through the generations revealing 
their Dutch heritage, They are honest, capable and industrious, with a 
generous sense of humor, honored and respected citizens in their communities, 
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
